Applicants note that a Preliminary Amendment was filed in the above identified application 
along with the application as filed on November 9, 2001, and a copy is enclosed for the convenience 
of the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office. A copy of our date-stamped mailroom receipt evidencing 
filing of the same on November 9, 2001 is also enclosed. The Preliminary Amendment that was
